utes. It had been his custom to 
charge the same prices for such jobs as he 
used to charge before he went into office, 
This was the first case where objections 
had been made to his charges. He ad- 
mitted that the charges were not in com- 
liance with the law, but claimed that if 
had followed the fee bill, his bill would 
have amounted to $207 instead of $170, 
as charged by him. He claimed that in- 
bill against Bomke was 
less than he was legally entitled to 
charge, it made no difference whether the 
items corresponded with the fees as fixed 
by law, and that he was not guilty as 
charged. The Jus so held and 
acquitted Mr. Wright.

cuted the gentleman in Ranney’s court. 
Mr. Knox added thatit is not his habit 
to try cases out of court. 

BOMKE TALKS. 

Mr. Bomke, the complaining witness in 
the above case, called at the office 
yesterday afternoon. He said the court 
had not treated him right. “I had Mr. 
Wright to survey some tide lands for me, 
right out toward the ocean from Santa 
Ana. There are 459 acres in the survey. 
Mr. Wright charged me $15 a day for 
himself, $2.50 a day for each assistant, 
and $2.50 a day for team, besides board 
for all of them. He charged for four 
days in the bill, but worked only three 
days. He was not there a minute of the 
fourth day. And now the survey waso’t 
properly done, and is no good. The Sur- 
veyor General returned it, and where am 
I? Iam poor man, and had to borrow 
the money for that survey, and now I have 
nothing left to show for it. A poor man 
can’t have any show here. Wright 
charged me wrong, and I am not the only 
one. Hereare two letters from him toa 
man who now lives in this county, S. D. 
Butler. Mr. Butler wanted 20 acres sur- 
veyed.”

PARTICULARS OF THE NEW BONANZ4 
Another Promising Ledge of Wigh-Grade 
Ore is Discovered Within Twenty 

| Miles of Los Angeles- 


Los Angeles county is rich in the 
precious metals far above the average of 
counties, even in the Golden State. The 
first discovery of gold in the United 
States was made here, many years before 
the excitement of 49, and ever since there 
has been more or lers disembowelment of 
the patient hills in search of the alluring 


“olor.” There are tens of thousands of 
acres of good placer ground in this 


-}county, many of which are being oper- 


ated on a small scale. Nearly ali 
these placers can be supplied with 
water, but in most cases it requires a con- 
siderable outlay of coin. Los Angeles 
county has never gone plumb crazy on 
miues; and her capitalists have seemed 
inclined to sink their money in distant 
holes. Still there is a considerable 
amount of mining in progress in the 
c-unty, and there is promise of a boom 
A handeome thing is being made by 
sluicing the placer grounds in Placeritas 
cafion, near Newhall; lode-mining is go- 
ing on on a pretty fair scale 
in the San Gabriel cafion, and prospectors 
are pecking or washing all along the 
broken wall of the Sierra Madre. Itis a 
most surprising thing that some of the 
capitalists seeking profitable investmen: 
do not erect mille in or near this city. A 
mill with from forty to sixty stamps, so 
arranged that five or ten stamps could be 
run independently, would get the ore of 
a district as big as half New England, 
and would be a profitable thing to have 
in the family. As it is, the ore is all sent 
to San Francisco for reduction.

mountain. The ledge, which is of as 
promising quartz as ever miner clapped 
his eye on, is from 2 to7 feet wide, and 
vertical.
